A sense of humor is requisite to every
cinema aspirant, Every prominent
stage and screen star has o ready abil-
ity to see the funny gide of thiogs—
and particularly things directly con-
nected with his own life,

When an applicant comes to me,
wanting to be east in whateyer picture
I happen to be directing, 1 always test
his mood, TFirst, I flatter him. 1f 1
seo him swell visibly with pride, T am
not so pleased, 1f, however, he will
sauy something about himself showing

that he does not take himself too weri- |

ously and can see the humorous side of
his existence, I am generally sure that
I have made a find. v

In the tundreds of applicants for
work in motion pictures nbout our-six-
tieth have a sense of lhumor, Bec a
joke? Rarely! Take n josh about
themselves? More rarely.

If a girl comes to me and declures
that she belleves she bhas the cawmera

I promptly, plek out something ubout
her which appeals to me as funny aud
twit her about it.

We are secking women with high-
quality intelligence, who have a head
and know how to use It for purposes
other than merely growlng halr. .
